The second matter which I deem 
worthy of .-jufficient importance to 
merit attention here is that of Initia- 
tion. I am in favour of initiation, 
und%rstanding. a.s I do, by Initiation 
r«matien of the activities of the 
freahmen rather than haphasard 
hazing. Tn favour, that is,, of ini 
pressinff the Incomlnjf university men 
With the tradition and tho bignesn of 
ttie institution of which ho is (o be 
come a member, but opposed to the 
theory that this can be .-iccompliahcd 
only by means of terror and nigh I 
mare. I.et us have certain restric- 
tions, easily enfoixieable, effective and 
general, «uch ai, an obllBatlo,, of 
wearing aome badge of distinction for 
a limited period, and one or two oth- 
ers of a like nature The Council en- 
deavoui'ed, with no great sncces.-i, U. 1» 
true, to enforce lajst full such a pro 
gramme, but the parlial f.Mlure may 
bo laid lo its novelty rather ihsn lo 
Its iiiaptnesn.
